The Canadian Air I'orce may not believe 
in flying saucers, but it said in an 
official release from A.F. hdqs at 3t. 
Hubert, Quebec, that it had alerted its 
Arctic radar sites to watch for a spaoe 
sled. Orders Issued to DEW line, Mid- 
Canada line and Plnetree radar sites 
state the spaoe vehicle will approach 
from the region of the Pole. No height 
of speed settings were released to the 
general publio, but officials said they 
expected the sled would be travelling 
at super-sonio speed, and altitudes 
above the 50,000 foot mark. 

The release said "in case of a low 
altitude approaoh, the Ground Observer 
Corps had also been alerted." 

The ^lr Defence Command admitted that 
previous attempts to detect a mysterious 
northerly visitor at this time of year 
had ended in failure. But they added, 
that "with newer and longer range 
radar they hoped to tack the expeotod 
visitor and be able to scramble inters 
ceptors for a close look." 

Senior officials expect no difficulty 
with identification problems. One of 
the most difficult tasks in air de¬ 
fence is to ensure the visitor is fri¬ 
endly and compiler ted procedures have 
been worked out to make sure the tar¬ 
get is identified visually. Operations 
orders written from long intelligence 
reports compiled over the yoars state 
the sled should meet the following 
description: Tight englnod, skl-equip- 
ped, single seat, with large cargo 
compartment, open cockpit, and most 
likely covered with snow. The pilot 
should be wearing large white oxygen 
mask and red tuque, engines may be muf¬ 
fled for secrecy, but should make a 
Jingling noise.Expected Christmas Eve.

Nonweiler, a member of the council of 
the British Interplanetary Society, 
reported after examining the tree, that 
lightning could be ruled out.

Ottawa, Ont. (OP) —Canada's flying 
saucer, under development for six 
years, is scheduled to take to the air 
in May or June, it is understood here. 
The strange, round machine, 18 feet in 
diameter and carrying a crew of two 
or three, presumably will begin its 
flight trials at Maiton, where it has 
been developed by Avro Airoraft Ltd. 

If it flies successfully thousands of 
people in the Hamilton-Toronto area 
may see a real "flying saucer" in aotior 
Avto, however, is no yet sure the maa- 
hlne will function. The principles 
embodied in the secret project cannot 
be proven until flight trials are 
undertaken. 

If the machine does work, there is a 
good possibility that it will be mass- 
produced for the U.3. Army and perhaps 
for the Canadian Amny 0 
The U.3. took over financing of the 
projeot when Canada withdrew after 
spending $4,000,000 to $5,000,000 on it. 
The saucer is designed to take off and 
land vertically. It would be able to 
hover like a helicopter or dart off in 
any direction at subsonlo speed. 

The obvious use for the machine is army 
reoonnalsanoe. the flying saucer 
would be capable of skimming over the 
ground, nipping around hills and 
threading through valleys at various 
speeds. Maximum altitude would be 
1 about 10,000 feet. 

Avro wants to find out whether its 
subsonlo version will work before it ^ 
tries its hand at a supersonic model.

A 3ovlet aetronomajj, Dr. nN.A, Kozyrev, 
wag making Bpeotrqfloopio studies of the 
light of the lunar surface, using the 
50 iT reflector of the Crimean aatrophy - 
sical observatory* On the night of 
Nov.3-4 ho "wap taking a series of spec¬ 
tra. of the central peak of the well- 
known crater Alphonsus. This crater 
iB very centrally located on the moon, 
an shown in the accompanying map. The 
exposure time for each photograph was 
30 minutes. s j 

While guiding on this orat6r, between 
3 and 4 a.nii, Dr. Kozyrev noted that the 
outlines of the central peak were blur¬ 
red* and became erue.ulfod in a reddish 
olofliid whcse position shiftec slightly., 
'Jh&n the series of -photographs was 
developed,, the one" between 2*30 and 3 
showed the blue light: weakened, while 
that between 3 and 3.30 hctus.lly showed 
emission bands of errbori. (These are 
technically known *s the- 3wsn bands and 
are common in borndfes). 

On the spectra taken later, the bunds 
do not appear* Oru-‘A.a> Mikhailov, the 
famed and raapectad director of the 
Pulkova observatory (of which the Cri~ 
mean is a subsidiary) states that the 
spectrogram taken from 3-3«3 0 1b re¬ 
markably like that of the head of a 
comet. The moon was at last quarter 


and the sun was Just setting on «-lphon- 
^sus when Dr. Kozyrev made his remark¬ 
able observations. This means that no 
further observations were possible at 
his observatory or at any other for 2 
weeks, that is, until the sun rose 
again on the region. 

On Nov. 19, Or. G.P. Kuiper observed 
the crater visually with the 02-inoh 
McDonald telescope and reported that he 
saw nothing unusual, and Walter rtaaB, 
experienced planetary observer in Las 
Gruoae, N.M., obtained a similar result., 
However, Dr. H.O. Wilkins of England 
with a 15-inch refloctcr on the 19th 
saw a* reddish patch about miles 
across, and this appeared on a photo¬ 
graph taken by Q.A, Hole with a 24-inch 
reflector at Patohen, Brighton* 

A corroboration of change in alphonsus 
actually comes from earlier work. Dr. 
Dlnamore Alter of the C-rlffith planet¬ 
arium two years ago published a aeries 
of photographs of Alphonses taken on 
Oct. 26, J956, with the Mt.Wllson 60- 
inch fr in both red and bine light. The 
rill at the foot of the west inner 
slope of Alphonsus is readily vlslb?L8 
in Alter's red pictures, tut Is not 
apparent in the blue. Tills suggests 
that a temporary obscuration in the 
western part of Alphonsua yelled the 
surface in the blue photo*, adjoining 
craters show no difference between 
the red and blue photographs. 

Dr. 2. Kbpal of Manchester who reported 
the recent Soviet observations after 
telephone conversation with Dr. Mikhai¬ 
lov, interprets tine phenomenon a 3 the 
release of a largo puff of gas from the 
lunar surface. It was luminous either*- 
from its own heat or because it was 
excited to glow by the eur.*'S heat. 
Alphonsus can best be identified by the 
two craters on either side of it* To 
the north 10, Prolemaeus a bit larger 
but with no aeotsapt peakTo the south, 
is Arzaqhei, a bit smaller and with a 
very prominent centre-l pe£|3c, Alphonsus 
is 65 miles in diameter, the mountains 
around tho rim ranging frera 5,000 to 
9,000 feet in height. It is easiest to 
3ee these oraters either at first or 
last quarter of the moon, and they are 
visible in good binoculars. 

Apparently after centuries of observa¬ 
tion we are beginning to have well-do¬ 
cumented evidence of changes on tho 
surface of the moon.

It is true that if the earth and the 
moon were considered as motionless bo¬ 
dies there would be a "neutral point 1 ' 
about nine tenths of the way to the 
moon. The moon is travelling at well 
over 2,000 mph. The rocket Itself was 
travelling at-*- ■ ‘ around 6,000 mph 

probably in the same direction. This 
relative velocity of the rocket would 
far out-balance the inward pull of the 
moon. Assuming a relative speed of 
4,000 mph., the rooket would have nea^ 
ed x,o approach within 1,5000 miles of 
the moon to be "captured". _ 

Dr. J. Tuzo Wilson, geophysics professor 
at the University of Toronto, and Pres¬ 
ident of the IGY leading study group 
says that Canada may soon have a ring¬ 
side seat for the international compe¬ 
tition of satellite launching. "Cana¬ 
dian Arctic islands are the most access¬ 
ible and habitable," he says. The poles 
are the only places from which to main¬ 
tain a continuous watch on the sun for 
periods up to 6 months and they are the 
regions from which spu.ee travel may 
mos t safely be begun.

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THOSE GHOST SATELLITES 

Radio listeners, both professional and 
ham, sometimea hear signala that sound 
ao if they were oomlng from a satellite^ 
When they check, they find that no sa¬ 
tellite was near them, 3uoh signala 
need not originate in an unannounced 
Russian Satellite or spaoeship depart¬ 
ing for Mara, Acoording to Owen Gar- 
riott of Stanford University, they may 
come from a well-known satellite that 
in passing over an area of the other 
side of the earth, exactly opposite the} 
listener's antenna. 

The way it works, says Garrlott, is 
that the satellite broadcasts its sig¬ 
nal in all directions. Some of the 
wares pass around the earth. Meeting 
on the opposite 3ide, they come to a 
sort of focus at the point on the earth| 
that is farthest from the satellite. 
There they reinforce each other enough 
to be picked up by listeners below. 

Since Sputnik III vras launched seven 
months ago, Stanford has picked up its 
orbiting ghost during three periods 
of several weeks each. The ghost 
could be heard for 3-5 minutes as 
against 5-15 minutes for the 
Sputnik itself.
